The ferocious windstorm that 
tone through Edmonton on Wed¬ 
nesday appear to have damaged 
dose "to 1,000 trees. 

City officials said Thursday 
they received about 900 notifica¬ 
tions of trees or tree pails that 
were brought down onto road¬ 
ways, parks and private property. 

“It will definitely be quite ail 
undertaking to get everything 
cleaned up again,’ 1 said parks 
and road services spokesperson 
Kristen Wagner. 

Edmontonians pasted pictures 
to social media of toppled signs 
and smashed pado furniture fol¬ 
lowing winds docked at dose to 
100 km/h. 

The gusts calmed dow r n 
Thursday but continued to tear 


weakened branches from trees, 
prompting a steady stream of 
311 calls to the city. 

The city initially dosed all riv- 
er valley nails, but most were re¬ 
opened by Thursday afternoon, 
How r ever. Juanita Spence, 
supervisor of river valley parks 
and facilities, uiged trail users to 
go slow and use caution as crews 
continue to clear the way — with 
no firm deadline for completion. 

“It’s heavy work When you're 
on narrow trails and things, it’s 
a lot of muscle work to get that 
done,” Spence said. 

Residents left in the dark by 
wind-related power outages Wed¬ 
nesday were relieved to see the 
light again after Epcor worked 
through the nighL 
About 22.000 people lost 
power at various times starting 
around noon Wednesday, accord¬ 
ing to spokesperenn Tini le Riche. 

Le Riche said Edmonton has 
not seen something like Wednes¬ 
day's storm since 2009. 

“This is certainly one of the 
biggest ones J've seen in the 10 
years that I've been here,” he 
said.

It may be intended for adults 
over IS. but these days, pornog¬ 
raphy is Frequently viewed by 
those under 13, 

Jn Fact, it's the norm among 
young people — a study dune at 
the Un iversity of Alberta found 
that by age 13, 90 per cent of 
boys had viewed pornography 
online while 75 per cent of girls 
did. 

It's the subj ect of a Canadian 
documentary Over IS, which 
examines modem pornography 
and its effects on young people. 
It's screening in Edmonton for 
the first time at South Pointe 
Community Centre on May 29 
at 7 p.m. 

Take the example of 15-year- 
old Keaton McLaughlin from 
Ontario, He was with friends at a 
hockey touimunent when a peer 
showed him his first glimpse of 
pornography. He was about 12 
or 13 years old. 

"1’hat exposure was really 
eye opening and kind of scary 
to me ... it's reEilly easy to ac¬ 
cess through your phone, M he 
told Metro. 

The documentary examines 
the impact of pom on relation¬ 
ships, body imEige, consent, SEife 
sex and more in an age where 
youth can access pom wi th a 
swipe of their smartphone, often 
for free. 

“One theme that emerged 
from this is that the pornog¬ 
raphy of today is not the same 
as the pornography of yester¬ 
day. “ said Michelle Brock, one 
of the co-directors. “If s online, 
if s unlimited, you can watch it 
on your phone and kids Eire dis¬ 
covering it very young." 

Researcher Sonya Thompson 
is leading a discussion after the 
film screening. She surveyed 
450 Grade S children in 2003 
as part of her master's thesis 
at the University of Alberta. In 
addition to finding that 90 per 
cent of boys Irad viewed pom

before they turned 13, 35 per 
cent of surveyed boys said they 
had watched pom online “too 
many times to count.*' 

About half reported that their 
parents had discussed online 
pom with them. 

“if l think of a 13-year-old boy 
who has seen porn too many 
times lo count but has never 
been in an actual relationship 
...what is his expectation going 
into a romantic relationship? 
Thompson said. "And for girls 
who have not spent much time 
with it. wluit's their expectation 
on their self?" 

Brock argues that the pom of 
today is different than viewing 
a static image of a nude model 
in a magazine. Bor one. violent 
or “extreme" pom is more com¬ 
mon, and the sheer Eiccessibility 


of it has lied teenagers to develop 
pom addictions. 

"Some can't go a fail day with¬ 
out pulling out their phone and 
looking at pom," she said. 

It's the case for at least some 
of McLaughlin’s friends. 

“ Jf s been introduced to main¬ 
ly ah of my friends and 1 know 
they've struggled with this deep 
ly" he said. 

He said |ptm has affected 
how he views girls, and today 
he makes a conceited effort to

Thompson said she's not in¬ 
herently against pom. but par¬ 
ents need to play a greater role 
in knowing what their kids are 
up to.

An Edmonton architect hon¬ 
oured by the Royal Arch itectur- 
al Institute of Canada is being 
recognized this week not just 
for his talent, but his dedication 
to helping newcomers.

Bootwala spent 10 years with 
firms in Los Angeles before 
moving north to Edmonton. 


after most of his family had 
migrated here, and he joined 
architecture firm Kasian in 
1994. 

One of his proudest accom¬ 
plishments came in 2005 when 
he finished turning an old ware¬ 
house into Jamatkhana, a place 
of worship and education for 
Edmonton’s Jsmaili commun¬ 


ity, of which he is a member. 

He also spent more than a 
decade as the principal designer 
of the South Edmonton Com¬ 
mon shopping space — his big¬ 
gest long-term project in the 
city — and worked closely with 
Alberta Infrastructure for two 
years on the federal building 
near the Alberta legislature. 


Bootwala moved to the Mid¬ 
dle East in 2006, where he spent 
more than four years working 
with Kasian and Stantec on vari¬ 
ous large-scale projects, work¬ 
ing from offices in Dubai and 
his hometown Mumbai.

Do you want to be a “budtend- 
er"? A new Edmonton-based 
staffing agency might be able 
to help you. 

Cannabis at Work has 
launched the agencv — which 
its founder says is the first of 
its kind in Canada — to con¬ 
nect prospective workers and 
employers in the cannabis in- 
dustiy. 

“Organizations need to step 
up their operations, and we're 
in a good position with our HR. 
and workplace expertise and 
our relationships with the in- 
dustiy, to capitalize on that," 
said Cannabis at Work founder 
Alison McMahon. 

The company, wh ich offers 
education and strategies for 
employers relating to cannabis 


and the workplace, will launch 
its staffing division at the Lift 
Cannabis Expo in 'Idronto this 
weekend. 

McMahon said jobs in the 


budding industry are plenti¬ 
ful and growing. 

Someone with a horticulture 
and cultivation background 
could work on the produc¬ 


tion side as a master grower 
or trimmer, while corporate 
service jobs like accounting, 
IT, marketing and human re¬ 
sources are also needed. 


On the front lines, business¬ 
es selling recreational mari¬ 
juana will need salespeople, 
referred to in the industry as 
budtenders. 


With Aurora Cannabis 
building an SOO.OOO-squ are- 
foot production facility on 
the Edmonton International 
Airport land, McMahon said 
Alberta is poised to be a leader 
in the field. 

"We have a privatized mar¬ 
ket around alcohol, so we 
expect we'll probably see a 
privatized market around dis¬ 
pensaries. And 1 think we'll 
see a lot of economic benefit 
in the province around that 
as well," she said. 

McMahon said Canada can 
expect tens of thousands of 
new jobs in the next two years 
or so as the industry prepares 
for the legalization of recrea¬ 
tional marijuana promised 
nationwide in July 2018.

Edmonton's two competing con¬ 
vention centres should merge 
under one manager, says Mayor 
1.1 on Iveson, as Northlands con¬ 
tinues to struggle with paying 
its bills to the dty. 

‘"Northlands needs to go 
through a major adjustment to 
be viable in the future,,* Iveson 
told reporter We dn es day , follow¬ 
ing his state of the dty address. 

While meiging both confer¬ 
ences would requi re council ap¬ 
proval at a later time. Iveson 
argued unifi.cati.on would make 
economic sense. 

The two convention centres, 
the NorthlELnds Expo Centre and 
the Shaw Conference Centre, 
are run by city-funded agencies 
and have competed against one 
another to host the same event. 
When that happens, opportun¬ 


ities get missed because both cen¬ 
tres aren't strategically working 
together to maxim he business 
in Edmonton, the mayor argued. 

All the while, both centres 
have expanded at the expense 
of taxpayers. Northlands, i n par¬ 
ticular, owes Edmonton debt pay¬ 


ments on a Si7-minion loan they 
took out to grow the centre. Time 
and time again, the organization 
hits asked for those payments to 
be deferred. 

Iveson said the merge would 
stop the dueling.

Commission 
calls for new 
seats in Calgary, 
Edmonton 

A new report says Calgary and 
Edmonton should each get an 
additional seat in the legislature 
and some rural ridings should 
be folded together. 

The Alberta electoral Bound¬ 
aries Commission made the 
recommendation in an interim 
report released Thursday. 

The commission chaired by 
Justice Myra Bielby of the Al¬ 
berta Court of Appeal is work¬ 
ing to update the province's pol¬ 
itical map for the 2019 election. 

The report says the prov¬ 
ince should continue to have 
S7 constituencies, but some 
need to be changed to reflect 
a growing population in some 
urban areas. 

'Tn the last eight years Al¬ 
berta has seen a huge increase 
in population,* Bielby said. 
“More than 600.000 people 
moved into our province ... but 
those 600.000 people didn't 
move equally into each of the 


87 constituencies." 

The report also recommends 
creating a new riding north of 
Calgary to account for growth 
in Airdrie and Cochrane. 

To deal with the urban in¬ 
crease, the commission is 
calling for four ridings to be 
consolidated into three in the 
central northeast that would 
affect Fort McMurray-Conkhn. 
Athabasca-Sturgeon-Redwaten

Five ridings — Kimbey-Kocky 
Mountain House-iundre, West 
fellowhead, Drayton Valley- 
Devon, Whilecourt-Ste. Anne 
and Stony Plain — would be 
rolled into four north and west 
of Edmonton. 

Seven electoral divisions 
would be consolidated into sis 
a long the east side of the prov¬ 
ince.

Stettler, Sirathmore-Bmoks, Lit¬ 
tle Bow. Card ston-Ta be r-Wamer, 
Cypress-Medicine Hat and Ver- 
milion-Lloydminster. 

Currently the governing KDF 
is strongest in Edmonton and 
Calgary and the Opposition 
Wildrose has much of its power 
base in rural areas. 

Wildrose critic .Nathan Coop¬ 
er said the party has serious 
concerns and does not support 
the report's recommendations. 

He said the commission is 
paying too much attention to 
population and not enough on 
effective representation. 

“In order for members of the 
legislature to be responsive to 
their constituents there must 
be an acknowledgment of the 
geographical constraints of 
our province, and not simply 
lump together communities 
for the sake of making popu¬ 
lation requirements add up„ H 
Cooper said. 

The report recommends the 
new ridings be called Calgary 
North East.

Merwan Saher saw too ninny 
roadblocks continue to prevent 
the government and health 
providers from working togeth¬ 
er to give people the best qual¬ 
ity of care possible. 

“Significantly better health 
care is within reach, and put¬ 
ting more money into the sys¬ 
tem is not the answer,” Saher 
wrote in a report tabled in the 
legislature Thursday. 

“Integrated health care is 
the framework used by the 
highest-performing health sys¬ 
tems in the w r orld, bat w r e need 
to overcome some key barriers 
that have prevented successive 
governments from establishing 
this kind of system” 

The provincial government 
forecasts that it will spend 


SZi .4 billion on health care this 
year — almost -10 per cent of its 
entire budget* Saher says the 
system is too fragmented, phys¬ 
icians and other care providers 
don't work together enough 
and clinical information isn't 


shared efficiently. 

He says health care needs 
to shift its focus to the long¬ 
term needs of patients and 
away from bureaucracy, the 
negotiating efforts of health 
providers or four-year elec¬ 


tion cycles. 

People should have access 
to more information about 
their own health and treat¬ 
ment options and should be 
able bo communicate with their 
care team. Saher says. And t he 


government. Alberta Health 
Services and physicians should 
work more closely together. 

“Alberta’s public health care 
does not operate as one sys¬ 
tem,” he says. 

“It is like an orchestra with¬ 


out a conductor — a collection 
of independently acting provid¬ 
ers and professional groups 
that offer treatment through 
a series of isolated episodes” 

The report stiys members 
of the legislature, including 
cabinet ministers, should not 
make specific demands of the 
health system or intervene in 
matters that are the respon¬ 
sibility of health managers. 

Physicians should have a 
greater role in managing the 
quality of care, it says, but 
should work with other health 
providers and be offered in¬ 
centives to achieve improved 
results. 

Better integration of services 
could help family physicians 
prevent higher-cost visits to 
emergency rooms and reduce 
hospital admissions, Saher says. 

The report's findings are 
based on a review the auditor 
general began in 2015 into why 
so many recommendations 
made by his office on how to 
improve health care have not 
been acted on over numy years. 

Saher says change is neces¬ 
sary, overdue and achievable. 

“Albertans are paying for the 
best,” he says. 

“Why would they not expect 
the best?'” the Canadian press

Recent windstorm no big deal

Following a windstorm that 
whipped through Alberta, tak¬ 
ing down trees and power lines, 
one expert says that the storm 
wasn't exactly 
extraordinary. 

According 
to Ur. David 
Wood* chair 
of Renewable 
Energy at the 
Scimlich School 
of Engineering* 
data collected 
at the Calgary 
International Airport shows 
a slight decrease in average 
wind speeds over the past 65 
years. 

“1 think that humans are very 
bad at judging average events,” 
he chuckled. “We all complain 
when it rains and say, 'Boy it's 
been a wet summer,' but often

that just means that it happened 
to min on the days that you didn't 
want it to." 

However, he adds that the 
province has seen “unusually 
strong winds" over the past few 
days. In a 5 a.m. weather sum¬ 
mary posted by Environment 
Canada on Thursday, wind gusts 
in Calgary peaked at 89 kilo¬ 
metres per hour, while Edmon¬ 
ton was hit with gusts at 96 km/h 
and Keonut felt it the worst in the 
province with gusts at 117 km/h. 

Wood has been collecting data 
unwind speeds with an anemom¬ 
eter mast at Spy Hill in Calgary 
since 2011. He 
said the six-year 
timeline is ton 
narrow' to get an 
accurate under¬ 
standing of ex¬ 
treme events, 
but to-date 
they’ve only 
measured about 
half of what is

deemed to be 
gusts (130 km/h}. 

“We're more likely to see 
events like over the last couple of 
days because of climate change “ 
said Wood.

Prison for 
woman who 
sent porn pics 
of young son 

An Alberta woman has been 
sentenced to 3-1/2 years in 
prison for sending porno¬ 
graphic photos of her four- 
vear-old son to a man in Idaho.

More than a year after an On¬ 
tario criminal court acquitted 
Duffy in the Senate expenses 
affair, and four years after the 
federal Ethics and Gonflic; of in¬ 
terest Commissioner began and 
suspended her investigation. 
Maty Dawson finally reported 
Thursday on Wright’s rote. 

-She fingered Harper’s for¬ 
mer chief of staff for ethical 
bUune on two fronts — when be 
pressed the Conservative party 
to repay Duffy’s hill, and when 
he decided to do so himself 

Dawson concluded Wright 
broke the rules for public of¬ 
fice holders thaL prohibited 
him from making derisions 
that would further another per¬ 
son's private interests—Duffy’s 
— and barred him from influ¬ 
encing; the decisionsof anyone 
else, such as the Ctmservatrve 
party's chief bagman living Ger- 
scein, to further Duffy's interests. 

There is no penalty for v joint 
ing those twq sections of the act. 


“The only sanction is che 
negative publicity resulting 
fmm the release of the exam¬ 
ination report," her office said. 

Dawson’s report is a politic¬ 
ally difficult one for the Con¬ 
servative party as it struggles 
In move nn from the Harper 
era, and a personally difficult 
one for Wright, now a London- 
based financier,

Fighting intensifies 
in Philippine city 


MARAWI

Backed by tanks and rocket- 
firing helicopters, Philippine 
troops launched “precision at¬ 
tacks" Thursday to clear extrem¬ 
ists linked to Daesb from a city 
that has been under siege since 
a raid that failed to capture one 
of Asia's most-wanted militants. 

Rebels have tom through the 
streets of Marawi since Tuesday 
night, torching buildings, tak¬ 
ing a pries: and his worshippers 
hostage and sealing off much 
of the city. The violence forced 


thousands to flee and raised 
fears of growing extremism in 
the country. 

At least 44 people have died 
in the fighting* including 31 
militants and 11 soldiers, of¬ 
ficials said. President Rodrigo 
Dinette said a local police chief 
was stopped at a militant check¬ 
point and beheaded, and an¬ 
other policeman was also re¬ 
portedly killed. 

“At night we can hear the 
gunfire." said Mohammad Us¬ 
man. who watched from his 
home just outside Marawi as 
thousands of residents streamed 
out of the city. 

Duterte imposed 60 days of 
martial law r Tuesday on the is¬ 
land of Mindanao, w r hich en¬ 
compasses the southern third 
of the nation and is home to 


22 million people. Marawi has 
a population of around 200,TOD. 

Duterte warned he may ex¬ 
pand martial law nationwide, 
an unnerving development for 
many in the Philippines who 
lived through the rule of Ferdi¬ 
nand Marcos. Marcos declared 
martial law in 1972 and used it 
to maintain his grip on power 
for more than a decade. 

The man at the centre of the 
Marawi violence is Isnilon Hapi- 
lon, an Arabic-speaking Islamic 
preacher known for his exper¬ 
tise in commando assaults. He Is 
at the nexus of several militant 
groups that are Hying to merge 
into a more powerful force. 

Alt these groups are inspired 
by Daesh, but so far there is no 
sign of significant, material ties. 
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Court deals blow to travel ban 


President Donald Trump's re 
vised travel ban “speaks with 
vague words of national secur¬ 
ity, but in context drips with 
religious intolerance, animus 
and discriminationT a federal ap¬ 
peals court said Thursday in rail¬ 
ing against the ban that targets 
six Muslim-majority countries. 

The 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals upheld a lower court rail¬ 


ing that blocks the Republican 
administration from temporarily 
suspending new visas for people 
from Inin, Libya, Somalia. Sudan, 
Syria and Yemen. 

The Richmond. Virginia-based 
4th Circuit is the first appeals 
court to rate on the revised travel 
ban. which Trump's administra¬ 
tion had hoped would avoid the 
legal problems that the first ver¬ 


sion encountered. 

In all, 10 of the L3 judges who 
heard the case voted against the 
Trump administration. 

T he Supreme Court would 
almost certainly step into the 
case if asked.

lopher Grate doesn't need me 
to put words in his mouth, but 
in this one instance I'm go¬ 
ing to. 

I recently sat down with the 
former That '70s Show star 
to talk about his new Netflis 
movie. War Machine. Based 
on the Michael Hastings New 
York l imes bestseller The Oper¬ 
ator's, it fictionalizes the real- 
life career implosion of General 
Stanley McChrystal, Command¬ 
er. U.S. Fortes Afghanistan. An 
article in Rolling Stone that 
reported on the McChrystal's 
disappointment with Obama 
and his policies undid the Gen¬ 
eral’s distinguished career. In 
the film, he is renamed Gen. 
Glen McMahon and played by 
Brad Pitt. w r ho also produced 
the film, 

"What 1 love so much about 
the film director and writer 
David Michod] made," said 
Grace, "and it was in the script 
but 1 really felt it when 1 saw r the 
film, is the emotional journey. 
That is so hard to get into a war 
movie. Anyone who is willing 
to watch it understands it on 
an emotional level. w r hich is a 
much more effective way to 


communicate to the audience 
than just using facts." 

Here's w r here I chime in. “I 
think that when you have a 
very specific story it can be¬ 
come universal because of the 
emotions," 1 said. “None of us 
will find ourselves in that par¬ 
ticular situation but all of us, 
at some time in our lives, will 
end up in a mess of some kind. 
It's relatable." 

"That's w r hat I meant to 
say." said Grace with a laugh. 
“Can you quote yourself and 
use that?" 

Consider it done. 

Grace plays Matt Little, Mc¬ 
Mahon’s civilian press adviser. 
He's young, brash, and, accord-

ing to Grace, not the sharpest 
knife in the drawer. 

"What is the definition of an 
idiot?" he asks. "3s it knowing 
you don't know but still going 
ahead anyway? 1 don’t think it 
is, but that’s who he is. 

“On the first day, 1 popped 
my collar up and the military 
advisor said, "They don’t do that 
in the military. * 1 The director 
said, 'No, no, no! He's playing an 
idiot. He would totally have his 
collar popped up.' He's a civil¬ 
ian and he doesn't even really 
care about the war going on" 

The TB-year-old actor says de- 
spite the story's timely nature 
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Topher Grace stars as a fictionalised version of former U.S. General Stanley McChrystal in War Machine, a movie he 
says is far more than a standard war film, torstar 


and the inclusion of a charac¬ 
ter based on recently disgraced 
National Security Advisor Mike 
Flynn, the film isn't political.

While early buzz was good 
for Dead Men Tell No Tales, crit¬ 
ics have been less kind in their 
full reviews. The Associated 
Press' Mark Kennedy called it 
a “weary, battered fifth chap¬ 
ter" that “lumbers into theatres 
this summer high on CGE tricks 
but with a hopelessly muddled 
plot and recurring characters 
basically running on fumes." 

“After this fifth episode, 
you'll wish Disney would just 
declare the franchise dead and 
tell no more tales," Kennedy 
wrote. 

Depp, too, following a string 
of flops and missteps, has been 
scrutinized for recent messy 
personal issues, including his 
divorce from actress Amber 
Heard. 

Injanuary, on the same day 
the pair finalized their divorce, 
Depp sued his former bus iness 
managers seeking more than 
S25 million accusing them of 
grossly mismanaging his fi¬ 
nances. 

Depp's ex-managers have 
vehemently denied the actor's 
allegations, saying they tried to 
want the actor that his spend¬ 
ing on lavish properties, vin¬ 
tage vehicles and other items 
was to blame. They contend 
Depp's lifestyle cost more than 
$2 million a month to main¬ 
tain. Whether or not the fran¬ 
chise will go on remains to be 
seen. Much of it likely depends 
on Depp. 

Despite all this, tracking sug¬ 
gests that Pirates 5 could bring 
in around SSO million iest. of 
the series. Ultimately the fate of 
the franchise, and Depp's bos 
office power, is in the hands 
of the ticket buyers. 
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the cultural clout, the Pirates 
of the Caribbean franchise has 
gone adrift. 

fn some ways, it’s been a 
series of diminishing returns, 
and they’re not done yet. As 
the fifth film. Dead Men Tell 
No Tales, prepares to set sail 
Friday, it's already facing a few 
hurdles, including a changed 
blockbuster landscape, a star 
with a diminished profile and 
a six-year gap between install¬ 
ments. 

In 2003 Pirates of the Carib¬ 
bean: The Curse of the Black 
Pearl washed ashore like a rev¬ 
elation — Walt Disney Studios 
had made a good movie based 
on a theme park ride, and cre¬ 
ated an iconic (and money¬ 
making) character for Johnny 
Depp in the process. Fourteen 
years later things look quite 
different. 

The films, which have 
earned $3.7 billion globally, 
got progressively worse in qual¬ 
ity. and, after the second. Dead 
Man's Chest, began to fall off 
in domestic box office returns 
too (worldwide earnings inched 
past 51 billion for the fourth, 
On Stranger Tides, however). 

Disney has also become a 
different kind of studio, with 
their pricey but profitable ac¬ 
quisitions of Marvel Studios and 
Lucasfilm. in addition to thei r 
recent successes transforming 
their animated classics into 
live-action blockbusters. 

And yet, Pirates of the Carib¬ 
bean scudiers on, and Dead Men 
Tell No Tales has some tricks up 
its sleeve. With fresh directors 
at the helm in Joachim Roli¬ 
ning and Espen Sandberg, the 
filmmakers have made a good 
effort to return to the spin t of 
the first film with a new, young 
cast in Brenton Thwuites and 
Kaya Scodelario, a return of 
both Orlando Bloom and Keira 
Knightley and an Oscar-win¬ 
ning villain in Javier Bardem.

Nicole Kidman's calling for more women directors

Nicole Kidman, the most visible 
actress at the 2017 Cannes Film 
Festival, made an impassioned 
pitch Wednesday for more fe¬ 
male directors of movies and 
TV shows as she criticized the 
slow pace of change In male- 
dominated Hollywood. 

Speaking at a morning press 
conference following the world 
premiere of Sofia Coppola's 


The Beguiled, a star-studded 
remake of a 1971 Southern 
Gothic drama steeped in male 
vs. Female tensions, Kidman 
rattled off statistics showing 
how rare a film like this ls. 

Just 4.2 per cent of the ma¬ 
jor motion pictures of 2016 
were directed by women, she 
said, and in the same year only 
IS3 of the more than 4.000- 
episodes of TV were female- 
helmed. The situation isn't 
much better for the current 
Palme d'Or contest at Cannes, 
where The Beguiled is one of 


just three films directed by 
women among the 19 compet¬ 
ing for the Palme. 

“We as women have to sup¬ 
port female directors," Kid¬ 
man said. 

Kidman, a frequent sight on 
the Cannes 2017 red carpet as 
she appears in three films and 
one 'TV series premiering here, 
spoke on a stage surrounded 
by Coppola and by members 
of The Beguiled's mostly fe¬ 
male cast: Kirsten Dunst, Tile 
f anning, Angourie Rice and 
Addison Kiecke. 


Also present was Colin Far¬ 
rell, the film's male lead and 
virtually sole male presence, 
who joked about “being the 
token male — and if I'd said 
token female, then the debate 
would be open]" 

But he backed up Kidman's 
call for better gender represen¬ 
tation, lamenting the fact that 
The Beguiled is only the second 
film of the dozens he's made 
in his nearly 20-year showbiz 
career that was directed by a 
woman. (The other was Liv 
UHmaiTs Miss Julie in 2014.) 


The Beguiled aims to im¬ 
prove the situation a bit by 
offering a woman's take on 
a classic film previously shot 
from a male perspective: Don 
Siegel's 1971 original, starring 
Clint £astw r ood in the role of 
a wounded Union solider dur¬ 
ing the Civil War who finds 
both refuge and intrigue at a 
Southern all-girls school. Far¬ 
rell has Eastwood's role in the 
remake while Kidman plays the 
school's take-charge headmis¬ 
tress, a role previously played 
by Geraldine Page.

Lacklustre 
comedy falls 
mostly flat 

Of this, dear moviegoer, rest as¬ 
sured: Dwayne Johnson's biceps 
still ripple and glisten in the sun¬ 
light, Iso do his triceps, pecs.abs, 
dells. quads, lats and the other 
600 or so muscles of the human 
body. 

And that charismatic, multi- 
minion dollar grin? Still there, 
too. But the dude isn't a magi¬ 
cian. And only a true magician 
could find a way to make some 
thing light and inn and fresh out 
of the unwieldy, derivative and 
mostly unfunny endeavour that 
is Baywatch. 

Now. maybe the filmmakers 
weren't thinking light and fun 
and fresh. they opted to make an 
K-mtedfilm, upping the raunch 
factor of the '90s TV series star¬ 
ring David Hasselhoff and a slo 
mo r unn ing Pamela Anderson, 
But the R rating doesn't mean 


they've gone all dark and deep: 
it just seems to mean lots of 
raunchy language, humping gags 
and extended crotch shots. That 
last category includes a center- 
piece scene in which our two 
leading men, Johnson and Zac id- 
con, play around with a penis on 
a corpse in a morgue. Yes, that's 
actually what they do. 

Let's try to wipe that image 
out of our brains now. shall we? 
Eaywatch, directed by Seth Gor¬ 
don, begins by establishing the 
heart and brawn of our rmiin gay, 
Mitch Buchannon, leader of the 
Baywatch squad and hometown 
hero. We see him hurtling into 
the water to save a kitesurfer 
from certain death. Running 
along the beach, he ducks into 
a basketball game to expertly 
block a shot. He passes an adoring 
beachgoer building an elaborate 
sand sculpture of him. 

But his FK-obsessed boss needs 
to embellish the Baywatch brand, 
so he brings in a neve guy - Matt 
Brody (Efron), a gold-medal 
Olympic swimmer who has a 
bit of an altitude problem (any 


resemblance to Ryan Locbte. in¬ 
cluding mouth grill, is totally 
intentional.) It seems that after 
a night of drinking at the Olym¬ 
pics, Brody vomited in the pool 
and ruined his team's chance 
to win the relay. He may not be 
a team player, but he IS ripped, 
and so. after Brody shows up on 
his motorcycle looking all James 
Dean, shirts come off and we 
get our obligatory' macho com¬ 
petition, which includes lifting 
two refrigerators at once. "This 
has nothing to do with saving 
people?" complains Brody. Mitch 
grunts kick: “This is Baywatch!" 

In any case. Brody joins the 
squad, w'hich includes sexy 
blonde Q (Kelly Kohrfoach, run¬ 
ning slowly], ambitious Summer 
[Alexandra Daddarioj, Mitch's 
co-leader Stephanie (llfenesh 
Haderal, and Ronnie [jon Bassl, 
chubby and awkward, in the 
young Jonah Hill role. 

Now. if you never saw the TV 
show, a key point of the plot - 
though plot is defin itelv NOT key 
- is that these lifeguards don't just 
sine kids in deep waters. They're 


also crime-solvers. So when a city 
councilman ends up dead in a 
boat fire, they,' figure out pretty 
fast that he was murdered. 

But why? Could this have any¬ 
thing to do- with villainous Vic¬ 
toria Leeds (Rriyanka Chopra), a 
club owner whose ambitions for 
Emerald Bay include some very 
sinister side activities And can 
the squad manage to solve the 
case and stay alive? 

It eventually gets wearisome, 
despite the best efforts of Efron 
and especially Johnson, who can 
enliven any scene. His disdainful 
mocking of Efron's character is 
one of the more amusing themes, 
especially the nicknames he uses: 
“Hey. One Direction." "Yo, 'N 
£ync.“ Best of alb "High School 
Musical. 1 " 

But darned if that quick refer¬ 
ence to tIron's breakout fran¬ 
chise doesn’t make you all nos¬ 
talgic for some old-fashioned 
entertainment that didn't rely 
on Fbonibs. crude anatomical ref¬ 
erences. or toying with a corpse. 
I Sorry to bring that up again, but, 
UGH.)

Multiple hosts 
may replace 
the retiring 
Mansbridge 

As Peter Mansbridge prepares 
to bid farewell to The National, 
the GBC's flagship news pro¬ 
gram is looking to possibly 
enlist multiple hosts for the 
anchor desk. 

“We want it to be a show 
around active journalists,''Jen¬ 
nifer MtGmre, general man¬ 
ager and editor-in-chief of CBC 
News, said in an interview, 

"We want the hosts of the 


show to be able to do field- 
based work too, and that will 
be more manageable with 
more than one [personI in 
terms of how the show works " 

McGuire said they are 
scouting for candidates with¬ 
in and outside of the public 
broadcaster to take over for 
Mansbridge, who plans to 
step down after July 1. Mans- 
bridge’s career has spanned 
nearly five decades, including 
2S years at the helm of The 
National as anchor and chief 
correspondent. 

A Full revamp of The Na¬ 
tional is slated to debut in 
mid-Octobe r. 

“It will be a new format, it 


will be a new set, it will be 
new graphics - the whole feel," 
said McGuire. 

McGuire said the broadcast¬ 
er is in the process of deter¬ 
mining which elements of the 
existing show will work with 
the new concept. The new Na¬ 
tional will likely have fewer 
stories and a greater focus on 
depth of coverage, she noted. 

The National managing 
editor Steve Ladurantaye was 
recently reassigned after what 
the CBC called “an inappropri¬ 
ate, insensitive and frankly un¬ 
acceptable tweet" he made as 
part of a controversial debate 
over cultural appropriation.

drug than he was prescribed. 

“I’m broken* but 1 will 
stand up For you and I will 
take care of our beautiful 
babies. I will think of you 
every minute of every day 
and l will fight for you*" Vicky 
Cornell wrote. “You were right 
when you said we are soul¬ 
mates. It has been said that 


paths that have crossed will 
cross again, and J know that 
you will come find me. and S 
will be here waiting." 

Cornell r s funeral is set for 
tridEiy in Los Angeles at Holly¬ 
wood Forever Cemetery in a 
private service. Hls body was 
Era ns ported to Los Angeles 
earlier this week.

Christmas is a time with 
mom. !n Newfoundland and 
Labrador, it's also spent with 
mummers. 

The strange tradition of 
mummering (also known as 
"mumming"’ or “jannyiug 41 ) 
was likely brought to Can¬ 
ada's eastern shore bv im¬ 


migrants from Great Britain. 

Mummers wear masks — 
often with the horns, skins, 
and tails of caribou h seals, 
goats and sheep — and ask 
their neighbours to guess 
who they are. Guess the 
mummer and your guest is 
obliged to take off their dis¬ 
guise. 

Some mummers bring 
musical instruments to en¬ 
tertain their hosts, and they 
leave when the grog is gone. 

Mummers in St. John’s 
used to parade through town 
during the 12 days of Christ¬ 
mas, but the rowdy practice, 
often fueled by alcohol, was 
outlawed in IS61. 

Mummering continues 
sporadically today, mostly 
in rural communities.
